I the reason for the purge was to keep out of the 

University all young people who seemed unlikely to corporate with and 
work for the Communists in the future. Thus, those who were dis- 
satisfied with the regime and expressed their dissatisfaction, or 
those whose family background seemed suspicious from^a Communist point 
of view, were moved out of the University. Perhaps this was partly to 
make room for "more reliable" students. 

Some of the students expelled from Sofia University^ Jane 19^9. later 
received permission to re-enter the University and to continue their 
studies.
